or  Everbearing  TREE  Raspberry 

This  everbearing  red  raspberry  was  originated  a few  years  ago  by  the  well  known  fruit  grower  and  horticulturist 
(Geo.  W.  Elliott)  of  Jackson  County,  111.  Mr.  Elliott  would  not  sell  any  of  the  plants  for  some  time,  prefering  to  grow  the 
fruit  for  the  Chicago  markets  where  he  always  received  handsome  prices  for  the  fruit,  always  selling  at  a premium  above 
any  other  variety  of  from  $1.50  to  $2.00  per  24  pint  case  with  a demand  far  greater  than  the  supply,  usually  at  the  first 
of  the  season  they  sell  readily  for  $7.00  to  $8.00  per  24  pint  case  and  hardly  ever  go  below  $4.00  during  the  entire  season. 
This  variety  has  the  following  points  of  merit,  viz:  First,  the  plants  grow  in  an  upright  form,  very  stalky,  having  limbs  or 

branches  from  the  ground  up,  and  each  of  these  limbs  are  loaded  with  berries  and  when  in  full  bearing  is  a sight  to  behold 
nothing  like  it  in  the  history  of  the  raspberry.  Second,  the  canes  are  very  hardy,  thrifty  and  healthy,  having  withstood  a 
temperature  of  30  degrees  below  zero  without  injury,  in  a field  without  any  protection  to  the  plants.  Third,  berries  very 
beautiful,  bright  crimson  color,  very  meaty,  rich  in  sugar  and  of  a delicious  flavor;  berries  extra  large  in  size,  very  firm  and 
an  extra  good  shipper.  Fourth,  great  productiveness;  the  young  canes  bear  a good  crop  in  the  fall;  this  fall  crop  is  pro- 
duced in  great  abundance,  and  in  the  following  spring  a crop  outyielding  any  other  variety,  even  surpassing  the  purple 
varieties,  this  crop  lasting  through  June  and  July;  and  by  September  the  young  canes  begin  bearing  fruit  which  continues 
through  October  or  up  until  killed  by  hard  freezing.  It  ripens  in  advance  of  the  old  Cuthbert  by  6 or  8 days  but  is  not  so 
early  as  St.  Regis,  but  is  twice  in  size  as  the  latter  and  much  larger  than  the  Cuthbert.  As  soon  as  this  variety  is  introduced 
it  will  be  planted  very  largely  as  a market  berry. 

We  have  succeeded  in  getting  the  control  of  the  entire  stock  of  this  variety  and  will  offer  it  to  the  public  this  fall  for  the 
first  time.

I wish  I could  tell  you  in  words  all  I 
know  about  this  raspberry;  I have  been  in  the  fields  in  June  where  the  vines  were  loaded  with  the  largest  and  brightest 
red  raspberries  I ever  saw;  I have  seen  the  canes  loaded  with  large  ripe  berries  in  September  and  October;  know  of  them 
being  shipped  in  October  and  November  and  bringing  fancy  prices;  in  fact  they  were  shipped  to  the  Commission  House  that  I 
work  for.  The  June  crop  always  bring  a premium  above  any  other  red  raspberry;  I am  always  anxious  to  solicit  consign- 
ments of  this  variety  as  I know  they  will  always  bring  handsome  prices  on  the  Chicago  market.  I have  been  in  the  field 
on  your  farm  when  the  canes  were  completely  loaded  with  both  greefi  and  ripe  berries  that  hung  in  great  clusters  and 
noticed  how  the  pickers  would  scramble  and  hustle  to  get  to  picking  the  King  of  the  Market.
